In some of 
the counties he found the percentage 
of crop yield in the lowlands lower 
than in the hilly sections, despite the 
comparatively favorable condition of 
lowland crops. General shortage of 
water supplies had not become a ser- 
ious problem in that section, Mr. Rasor 
said. Residents of many comities ex- 
pressed themselves as preferring not 
to be included in emergency drouth 
relief areas, Mr. Rasor said, and are 
reluctant to sell or sacrifice their cat- 
tle.
